Kids can be cruel, but so can adults. 

Bullying— certainly the buzzword of the 
moment— happens not only to students at 
school but to adults at work. 

In fact, bullying in all its forms has become a 
flashpoint in the national conversation. There 
are now human resource managers conduct- 
ing seminars on the issue across the country 
The “It Gets Better” video project to prevent 
gay bullying has resulted in more than 3.3 mil- 
lion page views since its 2010 launch. Mean- 
while, the documentary film “Bully” due out 
Friday, garnered national media attention as 
producers fought to get its R rating changed 
to PG-13 so it could be shown in schools. The 
movie, which was slightly edited, now will 


open in theaters with a PG-13 rating. 

A CareerBuilder survey last year showed 
29 percent of American workers ages 24 or 
younger said they were bullied at work. Ca- 
reerBuilder is partly owned by the Tribune 
Company which publishes RedEye. Anoth- 
er survey, which was commissioned by the 
Workplace Bullying Institute in 2010, put 
the number even higher among adults, with 
35 percent saying they have been bullied on 
the job. 

“We are where we were with sexual harass- 
ment 10 to 15 years ago,” said Judy Skorek, 
associate professor of counselor education 
and director of clinical training at Concordia 
University Chicago. “We know it’s wrong. We 
know we need to address it, and it’s been out 


there for a long time.” 

But bullying at work isn’t illegal. There’s no 
federal or state law against it. 

While there’s no universal definition of 
workplace bullying, experts say it generally 
involves repeated abusive treatment by one or 
more employees against a co-worker. The be- 
havior is intended to harm that person and re- 
sults in a hostile work environment. The harm 
can be done economically, psychologically or 
physically Methods can include behaviors 
such as excluding a target from meetings, yell- 
ing at the person, sabotaging his or her work 
or threatening him or her. 

“It breaks people and for some people, it 
destroys their careers,” Skorek said. 

For those bullied, the tormenting, teasing 


and taunting can feel like torture. They can 
suffer health problems such as high blood pres- 
sure and depression, experts said. BuUying also 
can lead to workplace violence, loss of income 
and even suicide, they said. It can cross lines of 
gender, age, seniority or profession. 

The problem doesn’t seem to be getting 
better given the challenging economy, said 
Suzy Fox, a professor at Loyola University 
Chicago’s Institute of Human Resources and 
Employment Relations. 

“Companies are less likely to put in resourc- 
es that are healthy workplace employee bene- 
fit-type policies because no one has any money 
and people are really stressed and fearful for 
their job,” she said. “This kind of environment 
is really fertile for bullying behavior.” 
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BULLY PULPIT 

More than 500,000 supporters joined a campaign 
recently to get the rating of documentary “Bully” 
lowered from R to PG-13 so it could be shown in 
schools.

Teen campaigned to change ‘Bully’ rating

Being picked on, humiliated, or 
made fiin of are topics all too famil- 
iar for some kids. 

All are covered in the documenta- 
ry film “Bully,” opening in Chicago- 
area theaters Friday and directed by 
Lee Hirsch, a Sundance and Emmy 
Award winner. The movie, backed 
by the Weinstein Company shows 
the effects of bullying on a middle 
school student, a high schooler, a 
14-year-old who is in juvenile deten- 
tion after trying to scare off her bul- 
lies with a loaded handgun, and two 
families of ii-year-old and 17-year- 
old students who committed suicide 
after being bullied. 


A movement to change the film’s 
R rating to PG-13 was started by 
Katy Butler, a high school student in 
Michigan who was bullied. She cre- 
ated an online petition on change, 
org, urging the Motion Picture As- 
sociation of America to lower the 
rating. Three edits were made to the 
film to change the rating to PG-13. 

“This film has the potential to 
change the world and change the cul- 
ture of violence in many schools. But 
your decision to give this movie an R 
means that the people who need to 
see this movie the most— teenagers 
who are either bullying their peers or 
suffering from violence and torment 
at the hands of bullies— won’t get to 
see this film,” she said in the petition. 



Without a law banning it, those being bul- 
lied have little recourse. Illinois lawmakers 
have proposed a healthy workplace bill, but 
it has been stuck in a House committee for 
a year. The bill would provide legal relief to 
an employee subjected to an abusive work 
environment and incentive for employers to 
prevent and respond to such hostile work be- 
havior. It also would hold the employer and 
employee as defendants liable for damages. 

“In absence of a law, employers don’t have to 
do anything and they prefer not to,” said Gary 
Namie, founder of the Workplace BuUying In- 
stitute in Washington state and director of the 
Healthy Workplace Campaign. “It’s a form of 
harassment invisible in the eyes of the law” 

Wthout legislation, it’s up to each company 


to come up with an anti-bullying policy or 
unions to include anti-bullying language in their 
contracts. Fox said. Some companies think bul- 
lying, though the term isn’t explicitly used, is 
covered generally in codes of conduct and em- 
ployee ethics codes under harassment, she said. 

“But the problem is when it’s not specifi- 
cally called bullying, the actual protection in 
many cases don’t take place,” Fox said. 

Kristen Prinz, a business and employment 
law attorney, said her Chicago firm gets calls 
from various people about workplace bully- 
ing, sometimes including reports that people 
are feeling pressured to quit their jobs. 

“In this market, {the employees who call] 
just want to protect their jobs,” she said. 

She suggests employees document the oc- 


currences, just as an employer would record a 
worker’s bad behavior. 

Those targeted may have a legal claim if 
they believe they have been bullied because 
of race, gender or any other legally protected 
class. Claims also maybe warranted if the bul- 
lying is done in retaliation for reporting viola- 
tions of company policies, she said. 

The workplace itself can foster the bullying 
culture. If the bully is productive and meets 
goals, the bully may even be rewarded with a 
promotion or impunity Namie said. As such, 
sending the bully to a program like anger man- 
agement is only a Band-Aid approach because 
the work environment has to change, he said. 

Workplace experts say employers need to 
issue corporate statements against bullying. 


define it as unacceptable, and create a policy 
for reporting it and a system to prevent it. 

There is no easy way to deal with an office 
bully experts said. Retaliation is not a good 
idea because it could make the situation worse. 
Generally targets of bullying have the options 
of reporting it, ignoring it or seeking counsel- 
ing outside the office or leaving the job. 

In the meantime, they can make a “strictly 
business-based fiscal argument” to a superior 
that the bully is costing the company money, 
Namie said. Tolerating a bully can cost a com- 
pany money in the way of turnover, absentee- 
ism, legal action and other factors. 

The bottom line on workplace buUying, 
Namie said, is “it’s inexcusable.”

CTA plots intricately 
planned rehab of 
Loop elevated tracks

Two CTA track inspectors wearing orange 
vests and hard hats walked along the Loop el- 
evated structure looking for signs of trouble 
as they dodged passing trains. 

The inspectors didn’t have far to go as they 
approached the Quincy station one day last 
week. It was one “E’ of a mess. 

There, just below platform level on the 
115-year-old structure, sunbeams reached the 
street through splinters of badly decayed tim- 
bers and wooden ties that support and secure 
the steel railroad tracks. 

The track’s two inner rails, which would 
come in contact with train wheels and stabi- 
lize the rail car only in the event of a derail- 
ment, were badly chipped and rusted, clearly 
in no condition to serve, as they once did, as 
the primary running rails. 

To help keep the iconic Loop track going 
for possibly another 100 years, a 5^9 mil- 
lion track-replacement project is scheduled 
to start April 20 and continue primarily on 
16 selected weekends through November, 
CTA officials said. 

The renewal work, affecting about 11,500 
feet of track, includes the stretch along Wells 
and Van Buren streets; a small portion above 


Wabash Avenue; the Hubbard Curve, just 
north of the Merchandise Alart station; and 
the junctions at I^ke and Wells and Wabash 
and Van Buren, CTA officials said. 

The rehab work will be surgically per- 
formed in 50-hour bursts, starting at 10 p.m. 
Friday nights and ending before the morning 
rushes on Mondays, officials said. It’ll be a 
tight schedule, with no margin for error be- 
cause the tracks must be reopened by 4 a.m. 
each Monday, officials said. Five of the eight 


CTA rail lines travel on the Loop elevated 
tracks. 

As such, the project is being highly choreo- 
graphed, almost down to the minute, to maxi- 
mize productivity. About 350 workers will 
demolish and rebuild about 1,000 feet each 
weekend. Everything above the steel support- 
ing structure and below the station platforms 
—rail, ties and track components— will be 
replaced. 

Alternate service for riders, including re-
